LONDON, July 10.—The winding 
up of the present phase of th 
world economic conference on or 
about July 26 was tentatively de- 
cided upon today by the Steering 
Committee of the parley, ilt was un- 
Merstood in a well-informed source. 
t was stated that the conference 
would be adjourned for an indefi- 
nite period, perhaps two months. 

In the meantime, under this de- 
cision, the conference would com- 
plete such work as was possible 
in view of the disagreement be— 
tween the gold bloc and the non- 
gold countries. Committees would 
be appointed to prepare for the re- 
sumption of the deliberations in the 


utumn, 

It was understood that the Steer- 
ing Committee felt that sufficient 
work could be found to keep the 
conference going another 45 days 
at least. Developments in that 
period might even justify further 
continuance of the sessions beyond 
that date. 

Some of the non-gold countries’ 
delegates indeed predicted that 
events would warrant further con- 
tinuance, although the gold bloc 
professed to see little use in, keep- 
ing on with the discussions even for 
the present. 

The conference has been in a 
deadlock over the question of cur- 
rency stabilization and many lead- 
ing delegates have frankly assert- 
ed that its continuance under pres- 
ent circumstances would be use- 
ass. The American delegation, 
however, has been fighting to keep 
the conclave at work. 

Tariffs, Quotas Eliminated. 

Meeting today, to decide what 
subjects would be included in the 
revised agenda for the conference, 
the Steering Committee decided to 
tliminate the discussion of subsi- 
dies and commercial policies—in- 
cluding tariffs’ and quotas. 

The committee, however, was 
unable to decide whether mone- 
lary questions, which the Euro- 
ean gold countries say cannot be 
wealt with until stabilization is re- 
alized, should be treated, and asked 
a drafting committee to consider 
this controversial matter and re- 
Port to the steering group tomor- 
tow afternoon.

FIVEU.S. TOURISTS 
HELD SINCE JUNE 4 
IN SPANISH PRISON 


| State-Department Trying to 


Effect Release of Group 
That Got in Fight With 
Military Police. 


INSTRUCTIONS SENT 
TO THE AMBASSADOR 


One of Those in Jail Is Wo- 
man Artist—All Said to 
Be Detained Virtually In- 
communicado.

WASHINGTON, July 10. — Five 
An.:rican tourists have been im- 
prisoned without bail since June 4 
in a Spanish prison despite protests 
of State Department officials. 

Senator Bulkley (Dem.), Ohio, 
said today appeals for help had been 
directed to him by friends of the 
jailed tourists. 

One of the five is a woman, Mrs. 
Clinton B. Lockwood, 24 years old, 
wife of Clinton Lockwood, New 
York City artist who is one of the 
four men. held at the Palma City 
jail, Island of Mallorca. 

The others are Rutherford Ful- 
leron, 53, a retired Columbus, O., 
business man; Roderick F. Meade, 
an artist of New York City, and 
Edmund W. Blodgett of Stamford, 
Conn., also an artist. 

The matter has been taken up by 
the State Department, and Ambas- 
sador Claude Bowers has been 
cabled instructions to try and ef- 
fect their release. For more than 
a month, Senator Bulkley said, all 
efforts in behalf of the Americans 
have been without avail and the 
five held virtually incommunicado. 

According to information given 
the Ohio Senator by friends of the 
imprisoned group, the imprisonment 
followed a clash between one of the 
Americans and an officer of the 
Guardia Civil, the Spanish military 
police. 

Senator Bulkley’s information is 
that one of thd men was struck, by 
the officer and his glasses broken. 
Mrs. Lockwood, knowing loss of his 
eye-glasses left the man with seri- 
ously impaired vision, went to his 
aid and was struck by the flat of 
an officer’s sword. 

Fullerton assumed the role of 

peace maker, but trouble ensued in 
which an officer was cut on the 
forehead and another drew and 
fired his pistol. All five were 
hurried off to the Palma Municipal 
prison. 
Mrs. Lockwood, Senator Bulkley 
was advised, has been held since 
then in virtually solitary confine- 
ment in the women’s quarters. 


No Complaint of Treatment, One of 
Prisoners Says. 
NEW YORK, July 10. — Mrs. 
Philip H. Bass, brother of Rode- 
rick F. Meade, one of five American 
tourists held in a Spanish prison, 
said a letter from her brother in- 
dicated the prisoners had no com- 
plaint to make of the treatment ac- 
corded them by their jailers. 
The letter, written June 27, said 
they were permitted to send out for 
meals and enjoy what liberties the 
jail afforded, although the accom- 
modations were.inferior. 
Mrs. Bass caid Meade’s letters 
did not make completely clear the 
cause of the quarrel between the 
American and two men who turned 
out to be police officers. Her 
brother indicated they were not in 
uniform. Meade wrote that if any 
of the party had been able to speak 
Spanish, the trouble might have 
been averted. As it was, however, 
all were locked up and charged with 
assaulting officers, he said. 


Ambassador Bowers Sends Aid to 
Make Investigation.

MADRID, July 10.—Following in-

ment had lodged a protest, Ambas- 
sador Claude G. Bowers sent Claude 
Dawson, Consul-General at Barcelo- 
na, to ‘Palma, Mallorca, to investi- 
gate the case of five Americans 
held in jail since June 5. 

The porter at the Hotel Mediter- 
raneo at Palma called the police fol- 
lowing a reported disturbance in 
which the five Americans were in- 
volved. The civil guard attempted 
to restore order. It was reported 
that Blodgett struck a guard where- 
upon the guard returned the * 
breaking Blodgett’s spectacles. It 
was reported that Mrs. Lockwood 
thereupon struck the guard and he 
returned this blow with the flat side 
of a saber and arrested all the 
Americans. 

The five were charged with the 
military offense of striking a civil 
guard.

CHICAGOAN IN TAX APPEAL 
ADMITS VIOLATING DRY LAW 


Man Says He Wasn’t Sure It Was 
Safe to Let: Authorities Know

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Admit- 
ting that he made “illegitimate 
profits under the Federal prohibi- 
tion act” of $227,966 from 1920 to 
1926, Edward F. O’Brien of Chicago 
today petitioned the Board of Tax 
Appeals for a review of a Govern- 
ment tax claim for $54,280. 

While his petition expressed the 
opinion that he should be taxed on 
this amount, he said his failure to 
pay was due to a misunderstanding 
regarding whether it was safe to 
call attention to his means of liveli- 
hood. 

He lists his income tax at $38,987, 
plus penalties totaling $15,291. He 
objects to this total because he in- 
sists that the commissioner erred in 
including in the taxable total 
money derived from the rental of 
property held in the name of L. H. 
Hanson, the tax on which, he said, 
had previously been paid. 


NEW YORK MARKET 8468 
AFTER ifREGULAR SESSION 


Fails to Respond Generally to 
Slump in Dollar and Rise in 
Commodities.

NEW YORK, July 10.—The 
stock market today went into the 
close of an irregular session on an 
apathetic note despite a rise in 
commodities, the slump in the dol- 
lar to a new low of 68 cents gold 
and further good news from busi- 
ness. 

A selective rise occurred in vari- 

ous groups throughout the day but 
the recent boom leaders, particu- 
larly the rails and industrials, were 
sluggish all day. 
Cotton rose $3 a bale, rye 8 cents 
a bushel and wheat more than a 
cent a bushel. This brought a mo- 
mentary flurry in the farm stocks 
but it failed to last.

MOSCOW, July 10.—Dispatches 
from Khabarovsk, Siberia, pub- 
lished in today’s Moscow newspa- 
pers, say James Mattern, the 
American round-the-world aviator, 
was forced down by motor trouble 
80 miles from Anadyr (or Anadir) 
on the same day he left Khabarovsk 
for Nome, Alaska, (June 14) 
and that the fuseiage and wing of 
his plane were damaged in landing 
because of the rough terrain. 

He landed on a spot three and a 


half miles from the bank of the 
River Anadyr, which on that date 
was still frozen over. How long he 
remained there without assistance 
is not yet known, but today’s ad- 
vices say he was found beside the 
damaged Century of Progress by a 
frontier guard boat which began 
patrolling the river as soon as the 
ice broke up. 


Pravda’s Khabarovsk correspond- 
ent thinks the rifle and ammuni- 
tion given Mattern by Soviet au- 
thorities just before he left Khab- 
arovsk came in handy during the 
time before his rescue. With a rifle 
Mattern would have been able to 
kill small game. He carried vir- 
tually no food with him from 
Khabarovsk. 

The frontier guard found Mat- 
tern in good health and uninjured 
and, taking him to Anadyr, lodged 
him in the guards’ barracks where 
he has resided since that time. The 
guards also organized an expedition 
to pull Mattern’s damaged plane in- 
to Anadyr, but dispatches do not 
make it clear whether that has 
been done. 

The region where Mattern was 
forced down in the river valley is 
rough. tundra with many small 
hills and swamps. There were no 
human beings nearer him than at 
Anadyr except small nomadic tribes 
of reindeer breeders. 

A crack Russian pilot was or- 
dered by Soviet officials to take off 
today at Khabarovsk in a tri-mo- 
tored, 12-passenger plane to give all 
possible assistance to Mattern. Au- 
thorities instructed Pilot Levanov- 
sky to get Mattern anything he 
may need or take him to American 
territory. Levanovsky’s flight is 
expected to take two or three days,

in Seviet Plane.

Woolsey, who was cited by Gen. 
John J. Pershing for services dur- 
ing the-world war and honored by 
three European governments for his 
forestry work, was found dead in 
his bedroom by a maid. Dr. Scar- 
brough’ said Woolsey had been de- 
pressed by illness in his family. 

Woolsey was the author of sev- 
eral books on forestry and made 
studies of the forestry movement in 
India, Austria, France, parts of 
Germany, Corsica, Algeria and Tu- 
nisia. In 1917 he was appointed as- 
sistant professor of the Yale for- 
estry school, but instead of joining 
the faculty entered the United 
States army with the rank of 
Major. Later he was promoted to 
be Lieutenant-Colonel of Engineers 
and was attached to the Paris 
headquarters staff. From 1917 to 
1919 he was the American delegate 
on the Interallied War Wood Com- 
mission.

Churchill Would Follow 
U. S. at ‘Prudent Dis-

LONDON, July 10.—Neville Cham- 


berlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, declared in the British 
House of Commons today that the 
world economic conference had re- 
ceived “a serious check” by develop- 
ments of the past week. 

No agreement has yet been 
reached regarding the future prog- 
ress of the great pariey, the Chan- 
cellor said, but he hoped that it 


would soon be possible to bridge the 
difficulties which are dividing the 
two schools of thought—the gold 
and the non-gold countries—during 
the next day or 80. 

Great Britain is of the opinion, 
Chamberlain said, that “the chief 
troubles of the world are interna- 
tional in their origin and can only 
be solved by international agree- 
ment.” 

Inaugurating the Commons de- 
bate on the conference, Chamber- 
lain reviewed difficulties which had 
been encountered and said it would 
serve no useful purpose for him to 
comment “on the manner or mat- 
ter” of President Roosevelt's state- 
ment on stabilization a week ago. 

There was no doubt, however, he 
gaid, that the effect of the state- 
ment not only on delegations of gold 
countries but on public opinion in 
those countries themselves “was 
véry profound and very disturbing.” 

Depreciation of the Dollar. 

The depreciation of the American 
dollar in world exchanges is large- 
ly unnatural and artificial, Cham- 
berlain declared.

INDBERGAS STOP 
NMAINE ON AR 
SURVEY FLIGHT 


Delayed Overnight by. Fog 
at South Warren — Take 
Off Later for Morrow 


Summer Home.

SOUTH WARREN, Me., July 10. 
—After spending the night in a 
camp here on the shore of South 
Pond, Col and Mrs. Charies A. 
Lindbergh flew today to the home 
of Mrs. Lindbergh's mother, Mrs. 
Dwight W. Morrow, at North Ha- 
ven. The Lindberghs are on a flight 
to Greenland and Iceland to investi- 
gate the possibilities of establishing 
a trans-Atlantic air route. 

The Lindberghs were the guests 
last night of Mr. and Mrs. Clarence 
E. Dorman, who spend their sum- 
mers here. Dorman is a Rockland 
shoe merchant. 


Flying inland to avoid the banks 
of fog which blanketed the Maine 
coast, the Lindberghs alighted on 
South Pond shortly after 6 p. m. 
South Warren is about 12 miles 
from the coast. 

The aviator and his wife appeared 
at the Dormans’ camp, were imme- 
diately recognized and invited to 
make themselves at home. Lind- 
bergh obtained blankets and lug- 
gage from Lis plane and returneé to 
the camp to accept the Dormans’ 
hospitality. 

Rockland Waite tn Vain. 

Meanwhile at Rockland, 10 miles 
away, citizens informed of the pos- 
sibility the Lindberghe might alight 
there, eagerly looked at the sky for 
some sight of the plane. 

Lindbergh expressed surprise to- 


pointed out his radio message, sent 
at 6 p. m., disclosed his intention 
of bringing his plane down near 
Rockland. 

Although it was reported a cable 
on the plane snapped on yesterday's 
flight and Lindbergh telephoned 
New York last night for a re 
placement part, the mishap appar- 
ently was not serious. He made no 
mention of it today as he made 
ready to take his plane aloft. 

The pontoons of the ship were 
embedded in the mud on the bottom 
of the pond. Assisted by Dorman 
in a rowboat, Lindbergh went to 
work to move the ship into deeper 
water. The plane finally got away 
at 9:25 a. m. 

Col. Lindbergh, after arrival at 
North Haven, where his son is, tele- 
graphed Collector of Customs W. C. 
Acker at Halifax, N. S., as follows: 
“At North Haven, Me. Delayed due 
to minor breakage. Expect to ar- 
rive tomorrow afternoon.” 

Start of 7-Week Flight. 

The Lindberghs’ flight began yes- 
terday at Flushing Bay, New York. 
Before he started Lindbergh stowed 
away charts, maps and supplies 
against possible emergencies. He 
carries emergency army rations, 
sufficient for a month if he and his 
wife should be forced down in un- 
settled territory, in addition to a 
pup tent, a rifle, fishing equipment, 
a rubber boat and an outboard mo- 
tor which he expects to use in taxi- 
ing the plane. 

Mrs. Lindbergh wore a white hel- 
met and a khaki flying suit, with 
low brown shoes and a sweater 
thrown over her shoulders. As the 
big seaplane climbed quickly into 
_the air, the Colonel shook its wings 
twice in farewell and sped away. 

The red ship was close to disas- 
ter before the flight began. As Col. 
Lindbergh lifted it from the water 
for a test flight another ship flew 
close to it. Lindbergh quickly put 
the ship into a climbing turn. 
Watchers ashore gasped as he 
escaped collision by what seemed 
a matter of inches. 

The flight is to survey a possible 
trans-Atlantic air route for Pan- 
American Airways, for which Lind- 
bergh is technical adviser. The 
flight will take seven weéeks. 

The plane is the same one used 
by the Lindberghs on their flight 
to the Orient, but it has been im- 
proved radically. A new motor, 
with more horsepower, has been in- 
stalled. Two powerful and com- 
pact radio sets, both of them 
equipped for sending and receiving, 
have been fit into the rear cock- 
pit to be used by Mrs. Lindbergh.

He knew 
Traylor because Traylor’s place 
of business, the Ideal Rug Co., 6060 
Maple ayenue, was on Morrison’s 
peat. After Traylor disappeared, 
orrison was promoted and trans- 
ferred to the Carr Street Station. 
Last night at 10:40 o'clock, Sergt. 


Morrison, about to go off duty, 
stopped at the McKinley interurban 


station, Twelfth boulevard and Lu- 


cas avenue, As he walked out of the 
washroom there, he met Traylor, 
who was waiting for a car to Alton. 
Arrested, the fugitive admitted his 
identity at once and discussed free- 
ly the killing of Lahart and Mrs. 
Lewis. He had been living in Al- 
ton for several months, Traylor 
said. 
“He Had It Coming.” 

“Lahart had it coming,” Traylor 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
after the police had finished their 
questioning. “He took everything 
I had, including my wife, and then 
called me up on the telephone and 
kidded me about it. Yes, and he 
tried to shoot me one time, but he 
missed. 

“I was gassed in the war, and it 
bothered me some, so that in June, 
1930, I had a nervous breakdown 
and had to go to a Government hos- 
pital I had a good business then 
and my wife was going to run it.

James T. Traylor, who had been 
a fugitive since 1931, when he killed 
his wife's admirer and a woman by- 
stander, was captured last night 
when he came face to, face with 
one of the only two policemen.in 
St. Louis who knew him. 

The officer, Sergt. Emmett Mor- 
rison, was a patrolman when Tray- 
jor shot Timothy Lahart in a res- 
taurant at 2938 Chouteau avenue 
and one of his bullets fatally in- 
jured Mrs. Ruth Lewis. He knew 
Traylor because Traylor’s place 
of business, the Ideal Rug Co., 6060 
Maple avenue, was on Morrison’s 
peat. After Traylor disappeared, 
forrison was promoted and trans- 
ferred to the Carr Street Station. 

Last night at 10:40 o’clock, Sergt. 
Morrison, about to go off duty, 
stopped at the McKinley interurban 
station, Twelfth boulevard and Lu- 
cas avenue. As he walked out of the 
washroom there, he met Traylor, 
who was waiting for a car to Alton. 
Arrested, the fugitive admitted his 
identity at once and discussed free- 
ly the killing of Lahart and Mrs. 
Lewis. He had been living in Al- 
ton for several months, Traylor 
said.

$661,007 INHERITANCE TAX 
ON CLARENCE HOWARD ESTATE 


$529,365 Goes te State, One of Larg- 
est Levies of Kind It Has 
Ever Collected. 

Federal and State inheritance 
taxes on the $3,064,178 estate of 
Clarence H. Howard, steel magnate, 
amount to $661,707.42, according to 
an ~appraisal réported to State 
Treasurer Nacy by the St. Louis 
County Probate Court. Mr. How- 
ard died Dec. 6, 1931. 

The total tax figure was fixed as 
for the Federal] tax, but the law 
provides for payment of 80 per cent 
of this sum, or $529,365.02, to tine 
State. A partial payment of $69,- 
331.32 was made to the State some 
time ago and deduction from the 
State tax of $11,500.87 in Probate 
Court fees will be allowed. There- 
fore, the State will get $448,533.75 
more, which Nacy expects to re- 
ceive in about 10 days. The Fed- 
eral tax, net, is $132,341.48. 

This is one of the largest inheri- 
tance taxes ever collected by the 
State. Allowance was made for it 
in the current State budget, but 
receipt of the cash at this time will 
help the State treasury consider- 
ably.

O00 VETERANS HERE 
LOSE COMPENSATION 


Annual Payments in St. Louis 
and County Cut From §$2,- 
844,000 to $1,500,000. 


The number of war veterans re- 
ceiving Government allowances in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County has 
been reduced from 10,600 to about 
4000, and the total of annual pay- 
ments to them has been reduced 
from $2,844,000 a year to about §1,- 
500,000. This change, under the 
new Federal law which took effect 
July 1, was outlined by P. H. 
Byrns, executive secretary of the 
St. Louis Chapter, American Red 
Cross, in his radio talk in the Com- 
munity Forum program yesterday, 
on Station KSD. 

Byrns told of the removal from 
the allowance and benefit rolls of 
veterans whose present disability 
cannot be linked with their war 
service. The basic gate of payment 
to World War veterans for service- 
connected disabilities has been re- 
duced by 10 per cent, he said. “The 
reduction,” he said, “is explained 
as due to the decline in the cost of 
living, or the increased purchasing 
power of the dollar.” 

The new handling of “presump- 
tive” cases was described. Veter- 
ans suffering rom tuberculosis 
will receive payments only when 
the tuberculosis appeared within 
two years from the date of dis 
charge, and those suffering from 
mental and nervous diseases are 


disorders within one year after dis- 
charge. In cases regarded as of 
service origin under the old law, 
but not so classified in the new 
legislation, a 25 per cent reduction 
will be-in effect until Oct. 31, after 
which payment will be discon- 
tinued, unless a board of review 
orders otherwise. 

Byrns offered the services of the 
Red Cross to veterans desiring to 
appeal from the removal of their 
benefits. He said the Red Cross 
was being asked questions, as to 
the new rules, which only time and 
experience could answer. One of 
these questions is whether the Fed- 
eral Government's saving, in the 
cases of many veterans, will add 
new dependents to local ¢ommuni- 
ties. The other question is 
whether the disabled veteran who 
has arranged his living, and 
planned his family’s future, on the 
basis of the aid he was receiving 
from the Government, can readjust 
himself, in middle age and in a dif-

WASHINGTON, July 10.—After 


| approving the cotton textile code, 


President Roosevelt yesterday is- 
sued thé following orders: 

“In accordance wit': section 3 
(A), National Industrial Recovery 
Act, the cotton textile code submit- 
ted by duly qualified trade associ- 
ations of the cotton textile indus- 
try on June 16, 1933, in full compll- 
ance with all pertinent provisions 
of that act, is hereby approved by 
the President subject to the follow- 
ing interpretations and conditidns: 

“(1)—Limitations on the use of 
productive machinery shall not ap- 
ply to production of tire yarns or 
fabrics for rubber tires for a period 
of three weeks after this date. 

“(2)—The planning committee of 
the industry, provided for in the 
code, will take up at once;the ques- 
tion of employe purchase of homes 
in mill-villagés, especially in the 
South, and will submit to the ad- 
ministration before Jan. 1, 1934, a 
plan looking toward eventual em- 
ploye home-ownership. 

“(3)—Approval of the minimum 
wages proposed by the code is not 
to be regarded as approval of their 
economic sufficiency but is granted 
in the belief that, in view of the 
large increase in wage payments 
provided by the code, any higher 
minima at this time might react to 
reduce consumption and emp)-y- 
ment, and on the. understanding 
that if and as conditions improve 
the subject may be reopened with 
a view to increasing them. 

“(4)—That office employes be in- 
cluded within the benefits of the 
code. 

“(5)—The existing amounts by 
which wages in the higher-paid 
classes, up to workers receiving 
$30 per week, exceed wages in the 
lowest paid classes, shall be main- 
tained. - 

“(6)—While the exception of re- 
pair shop crews, engineers, electri- 
cians and watching erews from the 
maximum hour provisions is ap- 
proved, it is on the condition that 
time and one-half be paid for over- 
time. 

Another Mintmum Schedule. 

“(7)—While the exception of 
cleaners and outside workers is ap- 
proved for the present, it is on con- 
dition that the planning and super- 
visory committee provided by sec- 
tion 6 prepare and submit to the 
administration, by Jan. 1, 1934, a 
schedule of minimum wages and of 
maximum hours for these classes. 


provisions for maximum hours es- 
tablish.a maximum of hours of la- 
bor per week for every employe 
covered, so that under no circum- 
stances ‘will such an employe be 
employed or permitted to work for 
one or more employers in the in- 
dustry in the aggregate in excess 
of the prescribed number of hours 
in a single week... 

“(9)—It is interpreted that the 
provisions for a minimum wage in 
this code establish a guaranteed 
minimum rate of pay per hour of 
employment regardless of whether 
the employe’s compensation is oth- 
erwise based on a time rate or up- 
on a piece-work performance. This 
is to avoid frustration of the pur- 
pose of the code by changing from 
hour to piece-work rules. 

“(10)—Until adoption of further 


“(8)—It is interpreted that the | 


provisions of this code necessary 
to prevent any improper speeding 
‘up of work to the disadvantage of 
employes (“stretch-outs”) and in a 
manner destructive of thé purposes 
of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, it is required that and all 
increases in the amount of work or 
production required of empl 
over that required on July 1, 1 
must be submitted to and approved 
by the agency created by section 
six of the code and by the admin- 
istration, and if not so submitted 
such increases will be regarded as 
a prima facie violation of the pro- 
vision for minimum. wages. 


“(11)—The code will be in op- 
eration as to the whole industry, 
but opportunity shall be given for 
administrative consideration of 
every application of the code in 
particular instances to any person 
directly affected who has not in 
person or by a representative con- 
sented and agreed to the terms of 
the code. Any such person shall 
be given an opportunity for a hear- 
ing before the administrator or his 
representative, and for a stay of 
the application to him of any pro- 
vision of the code, prior to incur- 
ring any liability to the enforce- 
ment of -the code against him by 
any of the means provided in the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, 
pending such hearing. At such 
hearing any objection to the ap- 
plication of the code in the spe- 
cific circumstances may be pre 
sented and will be heard. 

“(12)—This approval is limited to

NILLS HIS FRIEND 
INSUDDEN ROW AT 
HOME BREW PARTY 


Laborer Shoots Ex-Convict; 
Latter Grabs Pistol and 
Breaks It on His Assail- 
ant’s Head. 


After drinking homebrew with 
him through the afternoon, Homer 
Griffith, 42-year-old laborer, shot 
and fatally wounded Clarence Da- 
vis at 6:30 o'clock last night in a 
sudden row in Griffith’s flat at 1737 
Preston place. 


Davis, struck in the abdomen by 
a .88&caliber bullet, wrested Grif- 
fith’s revolver from him, shot Grif- 
fith in the back of the head, slugged 
him and fled from the house. 

Davis, 24, a former convict, died 
at City Hospital at 10:45 p. m., af- 
ter identifying Criffith as the man 
who shot him and declaring that 
the attack was unprovoked. His 
version of the fight was corrobo- 
rated by George Lauder, 25, a 
chauffeur, 1110 Dillon street, who 
had visited the Griffith home with 
Davis and had witnessed the fight. 
Griffith, gravely wounded, declared 
the fight was begun by Davis. 

Davis’ Dying Statement. 

“Lauder and I went to visit Grif- 
fith yesterday afternoon,” Davis 
told detectives before he died. “We 
sat around talking and drinking 
home brew and late in the after- 
noon Griffith fixed us up a little 
supper. After supper I went to the 
bathroom and was in there when 
Griffith rushed in and shot me. 

“There hadn't been any fight up 
to then. I rushed Griffith and 
jerkéd the revolver away from him. 
I fired one shot and then hit him 
over the head with it. The cylinder 
fell out of the revolver and I drop- 
ped it and ran out of the house.” 

John Auer, 1739 Preston place, 
told detectives he heard the shots 
and saw Davis run from Griffith's 
place. He stopped Davis and asked 
him what was the trouble. 

“I’m dying,” Davis replied, “take 
these,” and handed Auer an empty 
purse and a signet ring. Davis then 
ran on toward Lafayette avenue,

PRISON ESCAPE! 


Jack Fortune, Who Killed 
St. Louis Watchman, and 
Earl, of Kansas City 
Held, in Topeka. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.— 


Officials of Missouri State peniten- 
tiary announced today that two 
men under arrest at Topeka, Kan., 
are Jack and Ear! Fortune, convict 
brothers, caught there less than 24 


hours after they had escaped from 
the penitentiary through the aid of 
a woman. 

Taken into custody with them 
were two women, one of whom said 
she was Janet Carlson, 23 years old, 
of Chicago and admitted, according 
to authorities, that she had aided 
in the escape. She said she had fre- 
quently visited the penitentiary, 
registering as the wife of Earl For- 
tune. ‘ 

Jack Fortune, who is 33, was 
serving a life sentenee for the mur- 
der of a watchman in St. Louis dur- 
ing an attempted hold-up in 1928. 
Earl, who is 25, was serving a 10- 
year term for a robbery in Kansas 
City. Both are from Kansas City. 

Overpower Truck Driver. 

The brothers, who were outside 
trusties assigned to the greenhouse 
at Algoa Prison Farm, sleeping in 
the penitentiary at night, escaped 
yesterday morning by inducing the 
penitentiary garage keeper to fur- 
nish them a truck to go to the 
farm, stating the warden had told 
them to get some plants for his 
lawn, though they presented no 
written authorization. 

The truck, which was driven by 
another trusty, was almost at the 
farm when the brothers overpow- 
ered the driver. While one held 
him, the other turned the truck 
around and started back toward 
Jefferson City, proceeding only a 
short distance when they met a 
taxicab containing a woman. 

The woman told William Lichte, 
the taxicab driver, to stop, exclaim- 
ing that she “saw her husband.” 
When he did so the Fortune broth- 
ers jumped in his car with the 
woman, forcing him to take them 
to Kansas City, where they ejected 
him and drove on. The _ trusty, 
Luther Little, returned to the peni- 
tentiary with the prison truck and 
told of the escape. .. 

An immediate search of the two 
convicts’ cells disclosed an address 
in Topeka to which Jack Fortune 
had been writing. Topeka police 


watched the house and when the 


Fortune brothers and the two wom- 
en drove away, followed their car 
to a stop at a traffic signal and 
arrested them. The brothers were 
unarmed and did not resist. 

They had discarded their gray 
prison work clothes and were at- 


+tired in civilian clothes. The Carl- 


son woman said the brothers were 
wearing the civilian clothes under 
their prison suits when they es- 
caped. 

Warden J. M. Sanders announced 
that kidnaping charges would be 
preferred against the three, based 
on the abduction of. the 
driver, who asserted that each of 
the brothers had a revolver.

livery service and the use of motor 
trucks as auxiliaries to or substi- 
tutes for rail service.

There 
is a possibility that the passenger 
inquiry will be combined with the 
freight service study.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The 
revenue law of 1932 produced 
enough taxes to offset a continuing 
slump in income payments and 
provide $58,494,366 more than was 
collected in the previous year, the 
Treasury Department has reported. 
Final calculations fixed the total 
income at $1,616,223,408 for the 1933 
fiscal year, which ended June 30. 
Individual and corporation income 
tax receipts dropped from $1,056,- 
756,697 to $746,783,196. But the so- 
calied nuisance taxes, plus beer 
revenues for April, May and June, 
increased from $369,000,000 to $869,- 
440,211. 
Cor tion income taxes de- 
creased m $629,566,115 in 1932 
to $395,302,432 in 1933 and the indi- 
Widual income taxes dropped from 
$427,190,581 in 1932 to $351,480,764 in 
1933. Thus total income taxes for 
the last year stood at $746,783,196, as 
compared with $1,056,756,697 the 
previous ‘year. 
New York led the way with total 
taxes paid the Government. The 
Empire State’s total for the year 
was $375,242,442, 
$394,989,203 the. previous year, but 
North Carolina, with its huge to- 
bacco levies, ranked first in miscel- 
laneous taxes, turning in $200,714,- 


211. 

Pennsylvania paid $114,245,908 ‘to- 
tal taxes, as compared with $109,- 
393,218 the previous year; Califor- 
nia, $94,624,068 as compared with 
$77,362,180; Illinois, $106,004,061, as 
compared with $106,676,227. 
Kentucky nearly doubled its taxes 
for the year, due to the miscellane- 
ous taxes of $46,854,576, which 
brought the total for the year to. 
$51,026,548, as compared with $26,- 
273,812 in 1932. The increase result- 
ed from the manufacture of tobacco 
and tobacco produtts in the State.

Exchange Cuts Difference. 


Lancashire normally buys more 
than half its raw fiber from the 
United States and is watching with 
the most intense interest the de- 
cline in the dollar and the rise in 
prices in terms of dollars. Thus 
far the rise in prices has about kept 
pace with the drop of the dollar, so 
that there is little net change in 
the ability of the British to buy 
from America. 


Industry here acknowledges with 
some concern that the decline of the 
dollar may increase the competi- 
tion from American completed fab- 
rics in the world market. The rise 
of American prices and wages, how- 
ever, probably will cancel almost 
entirely any advantage from the fall 
of the dollar. ‘ 
Export trade is vital to Lanca- 
shire, for in good times it sent some 
80 per cent of its finished cotton 
goods output abroad. Like Ameri- 
can industry, the big British cotton 
business now is trying to concen- 
trate on the home market, but, de- 
veloped and equipped as cotton 
spinnér to the world, it cannot sus- 
tain itself at home, and even now 
produces some 70 per cent for ex- 
port. 

Manchester, the center of this 
great industry, has cradled the free 
trade movement and now is glad 
to see the domestic market protect- 
ed, but, exporting such a large pro- 
portion of its output, it canriot rec- 
oncile this with the desire to see 
trade barriers reduced or removed 
in other countries. 

While Lancashire has increased 
its purchases of Russian and some 
other cottgns, it still takes the bulk 
of its material from the United 
States. Few experts think this sit- 
uation is likely to change much in 
the near future, at4east on account 
of American price raising, inasmuch 
as the world market would be in- 
clined to follow. 

As to whether America eventually 
may lose its relative position in the 
world cotton market through crop 
restriction and inereasing prices to 
levels that encourage heavier pro-_ 
duction elsewhere, trade circles here 
are inclined to the view that there 
is little immediate danger, although 
they say it might happen over .a 
period of time should India and 
China improve the quality of their 
staple. 7 

American Cotton Best. 

Both the Far Eastern and the 
Russian staple is regarded here as 
generally inferior to the American 
product. Lancashire imports Egyp-

Both President Roosevelt and 
former President Hoover, who par- | 
ticipated in ground-breaking cere- 
monies y.sterday, declared the 


complete structure will be the 
greatest bridge ever built. 

The President pressed a key in 
Washington, setting off a charge 
of dynamite on Yerba Buena Is- 
land, where the former President 
turned a spade of earth. 

Gov. James Rolph Jr. of Califor- 
nia and Gov. F. B. Balzar of Ne- 
vada took part in the ceremonies. 

Estimated cost of the bridge, for 
which $36,000,000 in contracts have 
been let, is $75,000,000. It will be 
eight and one-quarter miles long 
and the estimated time of con- 
struction is three years. 

In pressing the button Mr. Roose- 
velt made a brief statement, say- 


g: 

“I deem it a real honor to initi- 
ate the construction of the great- 
est bridge ever built, and the lar- 
gest construction job undertaken 
in the United States this year, the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge. 

“Financed jointly by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation and 
the State of California at a cost 
estimated at $70,000,000, this great 
span will serve countless Inilliors | 
during the years to come. 

“Even now it is serving a useful 
purpose as it brings additional em- 
ployment to thousands of men who 
are getting the materials ready and 
to 6000 or 7000 men who will work 
directly on the job of construction. 

“This huge undertaking, which is 
to be followed by many others 
through the medium of the public 
works program, symbolizes the up- 
turn that has come in our indus- 
trial life. 

“T am glad to have a part in this 
historic ceremony.” 

Plane Traces Course. 
After the dynamite was explod- 
ed, an air plane traced with smoke 
the eight-mile route of the bridge 
from Rincon Hill in San Francisco 
to Yerba Buena Island and thence 
to Oakland. / 
“This marks the physical begin- 
ning,” said Hoover, “of the great- 
est bridge yet erected by the hu- 
man race. But it is more than 
a bridge. It marks the corsum- 
mation of that unity of effort for 
co-operation on the part of the 
citizens, the municipalities, the 
State andthe Federal Government 
which is the genius of our coun- 
trymen.” . 
Gov. James Rolph Jr. of Cali- 
fornia lifted the first spadeful of 
earth and: Gov. Fred Balzar of Ne- 
vada followed in turn. Then Mr. 
Hoover stepped forward. The part 
in the ground-breaking taken by 
the President and the former Pres- 
ident took place simultaneously. 

Description of Bridge. 

The bridge, which is set for com- 
pletion in January,°1937, is the sec- 
ond of its kind to be started in the 
San Francisco Bay region this year. 
Work on the \$35,000,000 Golden 
Gate Bridge, to span the entrance 
to San Francisco's harbor, was 
begun several months ago. 

Two giant spans of steel extend- 
ing to each shore will swing away 
from a central anchorage on Yerba 
Buena Island.

In return for the pledge that the 
German Catholic church would 
abandon political activity, Hitler 
ordered release of Catholic priests 
and leaders under arrest for po- 
litical reasons. 

A quarter of a million persons 
heard the speech.

TRACES OF AMALFI CATHEDRAL

BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN FOUND 


Archeologist Uncovers Masonry He 
Thinks Dates Back to Ancient 
Republic in Italy. 

By the Associated rress. 

AMALFI, Italy, July 10.—Com- 
mander Gino Chierici, superin- 
tendent of medieval and modern 
art, has discovered traces of an an- 
cient church which he believes to 
be the Cathedral of the Republic of 
Amalfi. 
Fitting together legend and 
known fact, he surmised the ca- 
thedral occupied the present site of 
the Church of the Crucifix. Ex- 
ploratory pick work at the Church 
of the Crucifix indicates, Chierici 
says, that the cathedral was walled 
up and filled in with masonry, pos- 
sibly at the time the present church 
was remodeled early in the 
eighteenth century. Thus far 
Chierici has found a series of dou- 
ble Gothic arches supported by 
slender columns. 
Amalfi, in Campania, is south of 
Naples. Now inland, it once was a 
great shipping port, a rival of Ven- 
ice and Gaeta in trading with the 
East. It was an independent re- 
public until 1131, when it was re- 
duced by King Roger of Sicily.

‘With the Federal Trade Commission publishing 
detailed rules of procedure governing thé issuance 
of new sécurities and scores of corporations filing 
registration statements with the commission, Federal 
supervision of security marketing has become an 
actuality. In prompt refutation of the dismal pre- 
dic’ of financial] interests that the new Securities 
Act would make it impossible for industry to raise 
needed capital, 30 concerns filed their applications 
in the first hour after commission’s office opened 
its doors. 

The 
information which has been registered is already 
available for the protection of prospective investors. 

The initiation of this administration puts an end 
to irresponsible stock and ‘bond flotations. Hence- 
forth, those who offer securities for sale must make 
public a detailed account of the financial condition 
of their enterprise, diaclosing, as well, the remuner- 
ation paid to its officers and the fees of underwriters.

The imposition of minimum wages alone will con- 
siderably elevate the wage level.

But neither business nor industry should wait upon 
compulsion to increase wages. The country is engaged 
ina war against low prices. Nothing is more azio- 
matic than that the purchasing power of the people 
must be restored if we are to revive our great domes- 
tic market. Both the President and Gen. Johnson 
have warned the country that the battle will be lost 
unless wage increases and re-employment keep pace 
with rising prices and the acceleration of business 
and industry. 

It is not a matter in which we can be either slow- 
footed or half-hearted. The employer of labor will 
have to subjugate the profit motive to the greater 
end of getting people back to work and giving them 
money with which to keep the wheels of industry 
whirring. 

This is what President Roosevelt and the Admin- 
istrator of the Recovery Act are trying to tell the 
country. It is an important message, important alike 
to the employér and to thosé employed. There is a 
degree to which the interests, of Jabor and of cap- 
ital are identical. The employer can have no hope 
of profit unless labor is employed, as labor can have 
no hope of employment unless the employer has an 
ultimate expectation of profit. 

The initiative in such a revival as the United 
States has undertaken must he taken by the employ- 
ers. The people cannot put themselves back to work. 
They cannot restore the wage cuts they have taken 
during the depression. 

The test of the whole matter becomes one of faith 
in the cause itself. We can, if we will, restore Amer- 
ican prosperity. We cannot do it if the people who 
control industry and business are going to wait until 
they can make money before they put people to work 
and increase wages.

Answer. To go to a party unin.

CHAPTER FIVE. 
OLICE actually had to force a 

’ way for me through overflow 

crowds outside Stillman’s Gym 
in New York City, where I trained 
evéry afternoon for my American 
debut at Madison Square Garden, in 
January, 1930. The papers were 
full of my feet and fists, and other 
giant lore—and while nearly all this 
publicity was what you call “kid- 
ding”—it did attract much mob in- 
terest, so that the Garden was 
packed when I leaped over the top 
rope to box Big Boy Peterson, re- 
puted then to be a fair trial horse. 
But he made a most feeble show- 
ing against me, going down and out 
after I had hit him a few hard 
belts. i 

The next day, nearly all the New 
York newspapers severely scored 
the bout as a “fake,” denouncing 
Peterson as a “diver.” That was 
the start of a lot of other like 
blasts. 

All I can say is to pledge my 
word that if “fixing” went on, I 
knew nothing of it. Green as I was 
in 1930, there was no need to make 
my opponents quit, because I could 
have hammered such battlers as 
Big Boy Peterson to defeat, any- 
way. Many of them, I am sure, I 
did stop quickly and fairly; but 
scandal naturally spread because of 
the many one and two round knock- 
outs, most of which bouts were 
about as easy as light training- 
camp sparring workouts, except 1 
was always leveling to win as quick- 
ly as possible. 

In other words, I was really train- 
ing in public at most of my show- 
ings in 1930. Instead of knocking 
more or less tough spar mates 
around the “gym,” I went through 
such paces in exhibition style from 
one coast to the other in the United. 
States. In most places where I 
boxed, the newspapers denounced 
the shows in advance, and yet 
crowds jammed the halis to see 
“the giant freak” knock over what 
the reports scorned as “another set- 
up.” And so, following Peterson, 
Elziar Rioux, Cowboy Bill Owens, 
Buster Martin, Jim Sigman, Man 
Mountain Erickson and Farmer 
Lodge were punched out or passed 
out in a round or two, until that 
most interesting night (for me) 
when I met Roy Ace Clark at Phila- 
delphia (on March 3, 1930). 

* om s 
C ruined my first American tour 
through giving me a black eye 
-—the biggest perhaps that ever 
closed a human eye. Ace landed 


LARK, a rangy Negro, all but 


that damaging punch early in the 
fifth round and I made the mistake, 
that many boxers do, of blowing my 
nose to clear the vision. That only 
increased the swelling so that when 
the bell sounded, and I went to my 
corner, M. See looked aghast. A 
club doctor and one of the boxing 
authorities were threatening to stop 
the fight because they feared my 
eye would burst, but M. See pleaded 
with them and then told me that I 
must stop Clark in the next round! 

So I tore into the Negro, putting 
everything I had in three body 
smashes. I knew Ace was tired 
and those blows did the trick. He 
collapsed and was counted out. Had 


he been able to open my big eye or test 


had I failed to stop him in the 
sixth, Ace would have had a techni- 
cal K. O. over me and that would 
have been a great setback just then. 

Ever since, some critics insist 
that Clark could have beaten me 
had he wanted to. I certainly doubt 
that, but surely he gave me one 
black eye that “protruded like a lob- 
ster’s” as M. See gaid. The woods 
seem full of men who could have 
licked Carnera! If they could, 
where are they today? 

After that I bowled over Sully 
Montgomry, Chuck Wiggins, Frank 
Savita, Gorge Trafton, Jack Mc- 
Auliffe, and Neil Clisby in one-two 
round order while press protests 
grew terrific over the so-called 
“tank tour.” Most of the opposi- 
tion were green strong boys or shop- 
worn veterans, it is true. Even if 
they tried their best, I am sure I 
could have beaten them down. 
Meanwhile I was gaining experi- 
ence, the “feel” of the ring, crowds, 
etc.

ND what traveling I did. New 


A vorx, Buffalo, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Jackson- 


ville; Omaha, Denver, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and other cities that 
just now slip my mind were visited 
by me during @he first five months 
of 1930. By rail and sometimes by 
air we were on the move most of 
the time. 

Finally, in April, I rdn into a 
great mess of trouble at Oakland, 
Cal., when I boxed Maurice Cheva- 
lier, also called “Bombo.” As usual, 
“set-up” was the cry in the news- 
papers. It was an open air arena 
and light rain fell throughout the 
bout. In the first round I slipped, 
but fortunately did not twist the 
ankle. My corner cautioned me to 
be careful with my footwork, so I 
boxed “Bombo” as carefully as I 
then knew how, right up into the 


sixth round, when I pounded him to 
the floor. He took the count of 
—* then arose. Suddenly a towel 

hot into the ring from his corner, 
* confusion and terrific booing , 
resulting when he was called the 
loser on a technical K. O. 

The next day the papers fairly 
shrieked “fake.” I felt terribly 
had myself over the queer ending 
of that bout, which I certainly was 
winning when the towel was tossed 
so mysteriously after “Bombo” got 
to his feet. 

An investigation followed, the 
boxing authorities putting a ban on 
me, and most other states in Amer- 
ica soon did the same. Personally I 
convinced the investigators that I 
had nothing to do at all with the 
towel-tossing, but my managers 
were suspended, and so was I. 
Some urged that I be deported and 
things surely looked black. 

But I kept on my itinerary, work- 
ing in states that had not yet pro- 
hibited my exhibitions. I stopped 
Sam Baker, K. O. Christner and 
two or threé others in from one to 
four rounds, and then faced what 
critics said should be my first real 
in America—the Godfrey 
match. And until Black* George 
fouled me badly in the fifth round 
that Philadelphia bout (June 23, 
1930), was a real fight, indeed.

I had yet faced and during four 
rounds we exchanged many heavy 
blows before a huge crowd in the 
ball park. We battled rather fast, 
too, and the fans seemed pleased 
until the Negro hit me low twice, 
causing me to collapse from pain 
and temporary paralysis.

Whip 
any oné of these to a light and 
fluffy foam, fold them ever so 
gently into the other ingredients— 
so a8 not to rupture the air bub- 
bles—théen pour them into your 
freezing pans, or vacuum freezer, 
or mold and forget all about your 
frozen dessert until serving time.
